The series is referred to by numismatists as the “Seven 
Three Reversed Pattern”. The term “Seven Three” directly relates to the silver content. The term “Reversed Pattern” refers to the English 
and Chinese legends which are reversed from what later became standard. Initially, Kwangtung introduced the first coinage with a 
higher silver value, with the intention of replacing foreign coins circulating within China. The standard of 7 Mace 2 Candareens was 
raised to 7 Mace 3 Candareens in order to gain public acceptance and replace the Mexican 8 Reales. Soon after its release, they were 
being melted down to retrieve the excess silver content. This coin is historically significant as it is the first modern machine struck 
silver coins of China. Represented here is the first use of what became the “standard design” for provincial mints, bearing the effigy of 
a facing dragon. This type became the standard design, not only for the Kwangtung mint, but for all mints in China that adopted the 
dragon design. The piece offered for sale here is quite RARE in that it is an actual circulation strike, most of which were melted down 
to retrieve the extra Candareen of silver.

A highly unusual 
medal originally awarded to delegates of the International 
Plague Conference held in April of 1911 following the 
Manchurian Plague of 1910-11. The International Plague 
Conference lasted a month and was attended by 1 1 
countries. Centered in Harbin, the epidemic went out of 
control until a joint effort of Russian missionaries and 
Chinese physicians intervened to stem the loss of human 
life, led by Cambridge educated Dr. Wu Lien-teh. At its 
height, 180 people a day were perishing in January of 
1911, and the epidemic was finally stemmed by the mass 
burning of 4,000 corpses. The plague led to the foundation 
of systematic public health works in China, and brought 
China into the 20th century of medicine. Dr. Wu Lien- 
teh was later to become the first Malaysian Chinese 
nominated to receive a Nobel Prize in medicine in 1935.

The History of Space Collectibles 

As a genre, collecting space material stems from a long fascination 
with space and history, perhaps starting with the first auction of 
space material in 1991, which featured items from Buzz Aldrins 
collection. From there, Superior Galleries became the leader in 
auctions of space collectibles, hosting a series of sales from 1993 to 
2001, that collectors consider ground breaking. 

Space has long fascinated mankind -just look at places like 
Stonehenge, where mankind not only studied stars and time, but 
also acted upon it. Advanced thought on space began with the 
Renaissance when Galileo and Isaac Newton forged new frontiers. 

It took another few hundred years before fiction writers began 
imagining space in the modern context. Isaac Asimov led the pack 
with his incredible futuristic stories about space, beginning in 1951 
with The Stars, Like Dust and Foundation, and continuing with 
dozens more. 

Americans became fascinated with the study of space and assembled 
the worlds most advanced technical think tank - the Jet Propulsion 
Laboratory (JPL) - and government agency - National Aeronautic 
Space Administration (NASA). This spurred more fiction such as 
2001, A Space Odyssey (Clarke, 1968) and A Hitchhikers Guide to the 
Galaxy (Adams, 1979). The early work of NASA and JPL produced 
great books on the real thing: The Right Stuff (Wolfe); Apollo, The 
Race to the Moon (Cox); Magnificent Desolation (Buzz Aldrin); and, 
of course The Theory of Everything (Hawking). 

First generation space collector Gene Westerberg told us that the 
first 1991 auction was epic and that he and others expected more 
of the same. But that auction represented a unique opportunity for 
space collectors that hasn’t been repeated. There are many reasons 
for the lack of actual space-attained collectibles on the market since 
then. Primarily, the USA has been the leader in space exploration, 
followed by Russia and China, but that’s it. Only three countries on 
Earth are pursuing space exploration. NASA, JPL and other agencies 
have clamped down on what is allowed onboard a space mission and 
what astronauts are allowed to keep personally, limiting what makes 
it into the collectibles marketplace. In the early days, each astronaut 
was allowed a personal preference kit (PPK) that weighed less than 
two pounds. Each moon astronaut had two, one for taking to the 
surface of the moon, the other to stay in the vehicle. This was the 
only authorized way to get stuff into space. 

Astronauts had to identify their personal items to the chief, Deke 
Slayton, but this data has never been published. Anything that 
comes up for sale today requires a note from the astronaut to assure 
authenticity. Some of the agencies never allowed anything out at all, 
including JPL, who keep under lock and key things such as the first 
Mars Rover prototype. Eventually Federal regulation followed that 
allowed astronauts to maintain ownership of some items. 

At the top of the list for space collectibles are moon rocks or rocks 
from any planet. However, these are closely controlled by the United 
States and world governing bodies and are strictly illegal to own or 
possess. 

Space Collectibles from Orbiting Spacecraft 

Space collectibles became popular, and as moon rocks were not and 
never would be available, collectors needed other items to acquire. A 
world of space parts, commemorative articles and the like appeared 
on the market over the next few decades that included more personal 
articles from astronauts. 


Yet despite the interest in space, no nation had undertaken to 
get the public invested the space programs - until the Chinese in 
1999. The United States had issued stamps through the US Postal 
Service commemorating the various space flights and these were an 
immediate success. But no government had convinced the public to 
put their pocket books on the line in the name of space science until 
the Chinese effort. 

The World Looks to Space 

The beginning of the “Cold War” saw tremendous competition 
between the three largest countries in the world, China, Russia 
and the United States. Each had advanced scientific programs 
investigating different aspects of space flight, from satellites to 
manned spacecraft, most or all of which was in complete secret. 

Then Russia shocked the world in the summer of 1957, launching 
Sputnik 1, the first orbiting satellite. The United State’s effort to 
respond with its own launch failed in December 1957, when the 
Vanguard exploded shortly after takeoff. In January 1958, the US 
successfully launched Explorer I and later that year, NASA was 
formed as the governing body for the USA’s space program. China 
also announced the formation of their space agency in 1958. 

The USA formed the Mercury program in 1959, with the goal of 
manned orbital flights. But once again, Russia beat them to the 
punch, putting Yuri Gagarin into space aboard the Vostok 1 in April 
1961. The USA followed a month later when Alan Shepard became 
the first American in space. John Glenn took three orbits around the 
earth in 1962, and by 1963 the Russians and Americans had put six 
men in space. 

The ultimate race was to the Moon, achieved July 20, 1969, with 
Apollo 1 1 and astronauts Neil Armstrong, Buzz Aldrin and Michael 
Collins in a flight the world will never forget. 

The China Space Program 

China announced to the world that they were starting a space 
program in 1958. Their program achieved limited success. 

Everything changed in 1993, when Jiang Zemin was elected as 
President of the People’s Republic of China. Zemin recognized the 
need to modernize China and make it a world leader. His years in 
office (1993-2003) were marked by growth and reform. He became 
one of the first Chinese leaders to reach out to Russia and the United 
States marking a transition in Chinese society. 

The Shenzhou 1, China’s first space flight, was launched from the 
Jiuquan Satellite Launch Center on November 20, 1999 and returned 
21 hours later, landing safely in an autonomous region of Central 
Inner Mongolia. The flight symbolized a major breakthrough in 
Chinese aerospace technology, and is often considered the most 
important milestone in Chinese space history. Two years later, their 
first manned spacecraft, the Shenzhou 5, successfully orbited 14 
times. In 2008 came the first Chinese spacewalk, and in 2012 the 
Chinese sent three astronauts to their own space lab for ten days. 

Today, China’s space program spends upwards of $2 billion per 
year and makes the world news regularly. “China’s space program 
is showing the same kind of explosive growth as its economy,” 
according to Astronomy Professor Chris Impey of the University of 
Arizona in an interview with Terry Gross of National Public Radio, 
published by the Business Insider, June 16, 2015. Impey further stated 
that the Chinese have become more innovative, with well-trained, 
ambitious young engineers. They plan to have men on the Moon by 
2022.

Stephen Chow has been an advocate and supporter of the Chinese 
space program for many years. His tireless efforts to promote the 
China Space Foundation are driven by his belief that aerospace 
technology can improve Chinese society through high-tech 
innovation, education and culture. 

Enclosed within the Shenzhou 1 during Chinas first space mission, 
was an approximately half foot box of items, approved by the Chinese 
Space Agency and designed for future marketing. Stephen Chow 
was awarded the marketing and distribution rights of a unique set of 
stamps and coins that travelled to space orbit on the Shenzhou 1. 
Numerous ceremonies took place after the successful return of 
Shenzhou i, and through print, radio and television interviews 
Chow was a focus of the private sector s support of the Chinese space 
program. 

Chow was and is the natural choice to promote the space program 
to the Chinese public. He believed in his country’s modernization 
program and in the move to higher education. Interest in science 
and technology was booming in China, and Chow was part of it. 

Background 

Stephen Chow (Chow Shu Tong) is the second son of Chow Chi 
Yuen, the founder of the Chow Tai Fook conglomerate, which 
consists, in part, of the New World Development Company (one 
of the largest land development companies in Asia) and the Chow 
Tai Fook jewelry business, the largest jewelry business in China. 

In the China Space Foundation, Chow was instrumental in the 
press campaign for the support of the program and in developing 
educational opportunities for youth in the space program. In August 
2000, Mr. Chow filmed a documentary of the space program and the 
public’s involvement, and in 2001 sponsored a youth “space camp.” 
He received certificates in 2011, officially recognizing him as a 
Sponsor and Supporter of the China Space Foundation. 
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In 2009, the three Chow brothers established Fook Wing Tong to 
promote their father’s legacy as well as the field of space collectibles. 
Stephen was appointed as a director of the China Space Foundation 
in 201 1 and in 2012, the three brothers were invited to the launch of 
Shenzhou 9, the first multiple-manned China space flight headed for 
the space station. 

Chow later named the collectibles “The 
Space Collectible Series”.

The space collectibles that were sent up with 
China’s very first spaceship Shenzhou 1 
formed the foundation of the FWT Space 
Collectible series.

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The Collection of a Distinguished European Scholar 


The Distinguished European Scholar who built this collection 
of coinage traveled extensively throughout Europe and Asia 
over 40 years ago. As he journeyed he was able to purchase 
high quality pieces at a time when interest had not developed 
and prices were very low for these types of coins. With incred- 
ible foresight he put together one of the greatest collections 
ever formed in this collectibles area. 

The focus of this portion of his collection is Southeast Asia, 
specifically areas of Erench dominion or influence. Coins from 
French Cochin China, Cambodia and French Indo China 
comprise this substantial offering, pieces acquired years before 
Lecompte and Gadoury authored their definitive reference 
on French Colonial coinage. As the majority of these pieces 
are Paris Mint products, the artistry and attention to detail 
are superb. Nearly every piece in this offering has received 
a numerical grade of 61 or finer from PCGS. One piece is 
designated as a Proof striking, seven have received Mint State 
grades, and the other 29 pieces bear the Specimen designation, 
referring to their superior strike (similar to a proof striking) 
but sometimes with matte fields. This Specimen grade may 


apply to patterns and other specially prepared coinage (such as 
essais) that are not strictly proof strikings. The level of quality 
in this collection is obvious; keep in mind that over 70 percent 
of these coins were struck over a century ago, yet some look 
fresh from the minting press. 

Highlights from this exceptional collection include an ex- 
tremely rare Cambodian Pattern 10 Centimes struck in gold 
with the denomination effaced, a potentially unique offering 
which could far exceed our estimate. The collection also fea- 
tures a pair of Piastre Essais, one from French Cochin China 
and one from French Indo China, struck in 1879 and 1947 
respectively. Each piece features its own interesting design and 
is a top condition census example. The French Cochin China 
Piastre Essai displays a design from the famous Barre family 
of French engravers. The 1947 Piastre Essai has the distinction 
of being one of only four known, according to Lecompte. As 
these and the other fantastic numismatic treasures cross the 
auction block, the legacy begun decades ago by our Distin- 
guished European Scholar will continue into a new generation.

Previously, the county had been a 
dependency of Vietnam dating back to the previous century, and after a number of border disagreements with both Siam and Vietnam, 
Cambodia became aligned with the French and was eventually attached to French Indochina in 1887. Though dated 1860, three 
years prior to the protectorate period, the coins from this series were first struck in 1875 within a Brussels workshop, with the press 
eventually being shipped to King Norodom who then had it installed in Phnom-Penh. None of the coins from this series were struck 
for circulation, instead being reserved for use only at important state functions with the Sovereign himself personally handing the 
coins out. On the occasion of the passing of the Queen-Mother in 1897, King Norodom had the dies retrieved in 1899 for the striking 
of additional specimens. With the exception of the Piastre denomination all of the types from the series were restruck in very limited 
quantities. After many years of storage, the dies had become corroded and the resulting damage can be seen particularly in the fields, 
much as is the case with the coins offered here. Each and every denomination in this set is extraordinarily rare; to assemble the entire 
set as seen here has been a remarkable achievement. Offered as a complete set in an effort to maintain their interrelated numismatic 
importance, this may well be a once in a lifetime opportunity to acquire this historic set of coins intact. The 25 and 50 Centimes are 
SP61, the 1 Franc is SP64, the 2 Franc is Unc Details with a small spot of tooling on the reverse, and the 4 Franc is AU with an area of 
repair on the kings portrait.

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Terms & Conditions 


1. Auction Basics. This is a public auction sale (“Auction Sale”) conducted by 
bonded auctioneers, Stacks Bowers Galleries or Stacks Bowers and Ponterio (here- 
inafter referred to as “Auctioneer” and at times as “Stacks Bowers”). Bidding in 
this Auction Sale constitutes acceptance by you (“Bidder”) of all the Terms of Sale 
stated herein. Bidders may include consignors who may bid and purchase lots in 
the Auction Sale consigned by the consignor or by other consignors pursuant to 
their consignment agreement with Stacks Bowers (“Consignor” or “Consignors”). 
A Consignor that bids on their own lots in the Auction Sale may pay a different fee 
than the Buyers Premium charged to all other Buyers.

Grading of rare coins is subjective 
and may differ among independent grading services and among numismatists, 
even though grading has a material effect on the value of the coins. Stacks Bowers 
is not responsible for the grades assigned by independent grading services, and 
makes no warranty or representation regarding such grades. Bidder further ac- 
knowledges and agrees that grades assigned by Stacks Bowers and lot descriptions 
are based solely upon an examination of the coins and are intended to note any 
perceived characteristics. However, coin grading and descriptions are subjective. 
Stacks Bowers does not warrant the accuracy of such grading or descriptions. All 
photographs in this catalog are of the actual items being sold but may not be the 
actual size or to scale. 

3. The Bidding Process. The Auctioneer shall have the right to open or accept the 
bidding on any lot by placing a bid on behalf of the Consignor or his or her agent; a 
Bidder by mail, telephone, Internet or telefax; or any other participant in the Auc- 
tion Sale.

Buyer 
remains liable for and agrees to promptly pay the same on demand together with 
any interest or penalty that may be assessed. 

6. Financial Responsibility. In the event any applicable conditions of these Terms 
and Conditions of Auction Sale herein are not complied with by a Buyer or if the 
Buyer fails to make payment in full by the Default Date, Stacks Bowers reserves the 
right, in its sole discretion, in addition to all other remedies which it may have at 
law or in equity, to: (a) rescind the sale of that lot or any other lot or lots sold to the 
defaulting Buyer, retaining all payments made by Buyer as liquidated damages, it 
being recognized that actual damages may be speculative or difficult to compute, 
or (b) resell a portion or all of the lots held by Stacks Bowers, in a commercially 
reasonable manner, which may include a public or private sale, in a quantity suf- 
ficient in the opinion of Stacks Bowers to satisfy the indebtedness, plus all accrued 
charges, and Stacks Bowers may charge a sellers commission that is commercially 
reasonable. More than one such sale may take place at the option of Stacks Bowers. 
If Stacks Bowers resells the lots. Buyer agrees to pay for the reasonable cost of such 
sale, together with any incidental costs of sale, including reasonable attorneys fees 
and costs, cataloguing and any other reasonable charges.

j. Bidder acknowledges and agrees that neither Stacks Bowers, nor its employees, 
affiliates, agents, third-party providers or consignors warrant that auctions will be 
unimpaired uninterrupted or error free and accordingly shall not be liable for such 
events.
